RECONSTRUCTION 
: 


A man came into a Nebraska bank 


in the spring of 1922 and asked tor 
financial assistance. Ills statement 
prepared in the Service Department 
showed he was about bankrupt; that 
I* owed fl.JOO more than his equip* 
ment was worth. He had a farm rent- 
ed tor the year. Further credit had 
Mea refused him In his own bank and 


was about ready to quit and apply 


the proceeds from the sala ot his 
equipment to his debts. 


The bank's Service Man went with 


ilm to his farm and after an exami- 
nation decided that if the farmer had 
* half dosen cows and ten brood sows 
he would probably be able to use his 
pasture and Intended corn crop to ad* 
rantage. The bank finally loaned him 
11,200 for tola purpose and took a 
chattel mortgage "on the stock pur- 
chased as Hi security. Tht bank ad- 
mitted that ordinarily a loan should 
not be made like that, but the farm 
was close to town and the stock could 
readily be resold. 


When the end of the year came 


around the exact records showed that 
the family had been well maintained 
and on half of the cream checks; the 
other half had been applied on his 
9660 note at the bank, covering the 
loan for the cows. Five days before 
the year was up the principal and in- 
terest on the note were entirely paid 
by crea mchecks. The pigs afforded 
a net gain of J 1,400 
after all expenses 


were paid. 


In addition to this financial gain, 


the farmer was taught the value of a 
good cow and the necessity of keep- 
Ing a record of his operations to know 
which farm operations are profitable. 
The Farm Service Department of the 
bank was able to teach this man 
things he had never dreamed about. 
It Is worth the effort the banks would 
be called upon to make if each bank 
could but turn one broken, discour- 
aged farmer into a prosperous one.— 
Bankir-Fttrmer.

So little had been heard of the re- 


gion along the northeast shore ot the 
Black sea, until Sukhum Kaleh re- 
cently became a health resort for Rus- 
sian officials, that it might be assumed 
always to have been a waste land. It 
constitutes an excellent example, how- 
ever, of the fact that the thriving re- 
gion of one age often la the neglected 
i calm of another. 


This was the famous Colchis of 


Greek days and more than 600 years 
before Christ, Meletus, then most pow- 
erful center of the Greek world, plant- 
ed the city of Dloscurlas on tne Bite of 
the present Sukhum. The port and Its 
neighborhood became of great impor- 
tance, and in due time they were In- 
corporated Into the Roman and Byzan- 
tine empires. It was oni of the great- 
est of Genoese trading stations in late 
Bjzantlne times; but with the coming 
of Turkish mle a blight fell that has 
ne/er been wholly removed. 


Though there is easy access to this 


strip of coast by water from Crimea 
and the Sea of Azov, Bussia came 
into possession of the region late, and 
only aftor her control had been ex- 
tended entirely around the east end 
of the Caucasus mountains and her ar- 
mies had "marched through Georgia." 
The mountains vere the allies of the 
Circassians and Abkhasians who lived 
nlong this shore. Here the towering 
Caucasus becomes a coast range, and 
its innumerable spurs that strike at 
right angles into the -water cut the 
country up into a number of compart- 
ments. 


The Crimea has been a delightful re- 


sort land for the Russians for gener- 
ations, but the present development of 
the northeast coast of the Black sea is 
taking place because its climate and 
surroundings are really superior to 
those of the Crimean peninsula. The 
veranda of a ^illa in the new vacation 
para-dlse can command a magnificent 
view of the Black sea, deep forests, 
and lofty Mt. Elbruz, orie-thlrd of 
which is constantly covered with snow. 
The same mountains shelter the coast 
from the cold winter blasts from the 
north and east. As a result, though 
the district is in the latitude _of Mas- 
sachusetts, it has temperatures com- 
parable to those of coast regions much 
farther south. The thermometer sel- 
dom approaches the freezing point in 
\\inter or ilses much above 80 degrees 
in the summer. 


Climate Is Delightful. 


Sukhum Kaleh is one hundred miles 


north of Batum at the eastern end of 
the Black sea and is the only good 
port between Batum and the Sea of 
Azov. Mountaineers, accustomed to 
their frosty heights, shun the city, 
fearing malaria', for the torrential 
streams have all built small marshes 
about their mouths. But the foothills 
of 
the 
Caucasus, 
a 
background 


splashed against 'the sky with giant 
strokes, afford one of the most delight- 
ful climates in the world. It is nat- 
ural that Russians make this district 
their \acation capital since the Cau- 
casus Is the only great mountain range 
in all soviet llfnd and presents a strik- 
ing relief to the flat but fruitful plains. 
A famous Alpine guide who went to 
the Caucasus by rail, exasperated by 
endless horizontal lines in the Ukraine, 
finally broke out saying it was no use 
to go farther hunting for mountains 
since it was hourly becoming more evi- 
dent that the world was truly flat. 


Though the Caucasus mountains ac 


a whole are barren, gaunt, nigged to 
a fault, the western strip along the 
Black sea is clothed heavily with for- 
ests and almost tropical undergrowth. 
Warm winds sweeping eastward are 
robbed of moisture by the mountain 
ricige. What and Turkestan loses, 
Clrcnssia and Abkhasia use to grow 
Circassian walnut trees for beautiful 
furniture. Observers report the Cau- 
casus forests remarkable for their va- 
riety ; in addition to walnut there are 
oak, 
beech, pine, and many other va- 


rieties growing side by side. One en- 
thusiast declares plums and pears al- 
most drop in the traveler's mouth as 
he rides 
down the Kodor valley. 


Strawberries, raspberries and currants 
aboundln the glens. 


Botanists have found in this moun- 


tain retreat sun-Ivors of the vegetable 
world when the earth was young. 
Common plants, which ordinarily at- 
tain a height of one or two feet, be- 
come giants five or sis feet tall. Moun- 
tainsides are great bouquets. There 
are great 
yellow scabious flowers, 


azure columbines and crimson blooms 
like 
Alpine 
snake-weed. 
Beneath 


these gaudy canopies are found shade- 
loving blooms, geraniums, orchids, for- 
get-me-nots, violets, Jasmines, rhodo- 
dendrons. Thickets of box cover much 
of seaward slope. 


Origin of the People Unknown. 
The Abkhasians, or the remnant of 


them who inhabit this Caucasian par- 
adise', are a race, which seems to have 
no ties with the historical world. 
Ethnologists are said to have worked 
on thp problem of their origin In vain, 
like northerners they are tall, falr- 
complexloned, blue-eyed, hare auburn 
hair and love sports and athletics. Yet 
thev have an oriental regularity of fea- 
ture 
Other similarities ally them to 


Semitic races, and some students hate 
gone so far ns to see In them a strain 
from M 
Egyptian colonists 
They 


have no written language. Their fruit- 
ful mountain slopes provide an easy 
living and not seldom en adventurer 
n the lulls is reminded of old Greek 


idyls as he cornea upon a picturesque 
shepherd tending his flock, grazing In 
Infinite peace on a solitary mountain 
meadow. 


The Abkhasians of the coait were 


the Vikings of the Black sea before 
that body of water came under Rus- 
sian dominion. In their lo"g galleys 
holding 100 to 800 men they raided the 
coasts of the Crimea, Anatolia, and 
even European Turkey. After Rus- 
sian ships piled the sea these marine 
forays had to be given up. Then In 
1838 the Muscovite force* came to the 
Isolated northeast coast Itself and' the 
land became Russian territory. The 
Abkhaalans were not happy under the 
Russian yoke and thousands of them 
moved Into Turkey. When Turkey 
was at war with Russia in 1ST7, the j 
Abkhasians helped the leading Tnr- | 
klsh armies, and when the Russians 
won the war, 30,000 of them emigrated 
In a body to Asiatic and European Tin* 
key. The region was almost depopu- 
lated by this movement and has re- 
mained largely unoccupied since. The 
old Inhabitants were forest lovers, 
practicing their religious rites among 
the trees and holding the oak sacred 
as did the Druids. Offerings were 
hung to the branches, and even some 
of the dead were disposed of In this 
way. 


He who searches In the forests, 


among the undergrowth, and even be- 
neath the Ben, will find many evidences 
of the past north of this fringe of 
coast land. During the Roman regime 
there was a highway along the coast 
and a few of the milestones are still 
standing, though all traces of the road 
have disappeared. To the natives of 
today these staunch reminders of a 
past civilization are merely ''fairy al- 
tars." 


Ruins of Greek City. 


Changes in the level of the shore 


line have helped to obliterate marks of 
the past. At Sukhum ruins of the old 
Greek city of Dioscurias can be seen 
under the waters of the harbor. The 
very sands are filled with evidences of 
a past civilization, and after severe 
storms old coins, rings and various oth- 
er objects have been found on the 
beach. 


Herodotus knew the Caucasus for 


the highest mountains with which the 
civilized world was acquainted. He 
reported that the people lived oft fruit, 
nnd so they do to a great extent, even 
today. Leaves for making fast dye 
were obtained in the forests, he wrote, 
and the people were Insensible to laws 
of decency or morality. To the Black 
sea shore of the Caucus came Jason 
in his tiny ship in search of the golden 
fleece. Perhaps the "golden fleece" 
was merely an excuse, a "business 
trip," which would permit him to spend 
a summer at what the world has re- 
discovered as an attractive vacation 
resort 


Prometheus was bound by the gods 


to the frozen flanks of Elbruz, legend 
has it. He was the god of flre an 1 
cultural progress, a friend of man, nnd 
It was for frustrating acts of despotic 
deities that he was chained to the high- 
est'peak in Europe. 


Elbruz Is constantly topped "with 


kingly ermine snow," but visitors say 
It does not compare In majesty to 
many other famous peaks. Like Mt 
Rainier, Elbruz Is a volcanic cone. 
Many peaks of the Caucasian barrier 
were once volcanoes spew'ng lav*. 
Though it Is the highest mountain In 
Europe, its 18,470 feet are exceeded 
by Alaskan peaks, many In South 
America and a few In Africa and Asia.

The Mussolini government 


was regarded as one of the strongest 
in Europe. Premier Mussolini has 
been referred 10 as the "iron man 
of Italy." 
His Fascist! followers 


appeared to be in absolute control 
of the country. But great power 
seemed to have dulled their respect 
for the laws, for they are suspected 
of kidnapping and perhaps murder- 
ing a member of the chamber of dep- 
uties who was antagonistic to their 
cause. 
Even the suspicion has 


brought such a revulsion of public 
feeling in Italy as to threaten 
the 


existence of the Mussolini regime. 


The United States went through a 


somewhat similar experience a few 
years ago. The excesses of the Dem- 
ocratic Administration did not ex- 
tend to kidnapping aud murder, but 
they ran the gamut of extravagance.

improvement of $460,000,000. 


That is not such a bad showing in

Th« theory of ornithologists that the 


woodpecker pecks for worms and in- 
sects alone has lately been upset. 
There is a water tank in Sully, Iowa, 
that supplies the town's water.

tank that the insulation against freez- 
ing was demolished. These holes were 
puttied over, and the putty was after- 
ward painted. But in the summer of 
1923,

pecked all the paint and putty out of 
the tank. 


In a late cold ap«ll in Snlly, the wa- 


ter supply suddenly gave out. Upon 
Investigation, the tank w»s found to 
be full of ice, and the putty all gone. 
Mayor Fred Andreas has decided that 
the old plant will have to be torn down 
and a peck-proof one erected in its ' 
place. It IB now left to ornithologists ' 
to explain why the woodpecker prefers 
putty to wood—or grabs. .
